among all classes. Much indignation is ex- 
pressed at the absence of men-of-war to pro- 
tect European residents. 

LoNDon, Sept. 11.—A dispatch from Hong 
Kong states that a Chinese mob at Canton 
burned the houses of several European mer- 
chants and also their wharves, causing great 
consternation among foreign dents, most 
of whom sought refuge aboard Vessels in the 
river. No violence was offéred to persons, 
and a force of Chinese troops was called out 
w uickly dispersed the rioters. Ow re- 

pt of the intelligence at Hong Kong sev- 
eral gunboats were immediately sent to Can- 
ton to afford protection to foreign merchants. 

The riot w used by 4 number of Portu- 
guese sailors killing a Chinaman in an 
alfray. The tioting caused a great sensa- 
tion in all ciretes and will, it is feared, result 
ina collision between the French and Chi- 
nese. Two war steamers have gtarted from 
Hong Kong to protect life and property at 
Canton. 

During the riot the mob threw the con- 
tents of the building attacked upon the 


several hours. Order was not restored un- 
til the arrival of the Chinese troops. The 

vos are so excited against foreigners that 
renewal of the riot is momentarily ex- 


pected, 
The British Admiralty is informed by tele- 
| of the oceurrence of the disorder at 
Canton, but no orders have been transmitted 
to the English fleet in Chinese waters in con- 
nection therewith, the Adwiral in command 
being left to act a8 he thinks best under the 
circtinetahdes of the use.. 
According to another version, the Canton 
riot originated in a dispute between natives 
and sailors in the lowest quarter of Canton. 
The latest advices say thirteen houses were 
burned. The British gunboats Espoir and 
Swift are affording protection to Europeans. 
The riot at Canton was simply the work of 
some roughs who thought they had “a vested 
right to fees for carrying the luggage of new 
arrivals. Theirfury at being forbidden to 
board a steamer was increased by the acci- 
dental drowning of @eomrade. i 
The toreign Consuls at Canton hauled down 
their flags during the rioting.

AN OUTGROWTH OF THR TONQUIN TROUBLE.

‘The time has arrived to more effect- 
ually secure British lives and property in 


nina. The Chinese cannot be 
too _ forcibly impressed with the 
truth that all foreigners are 


not Frenchmen, and that the enormous in- 
terests of England will be vigilantly pro- 
tected. We can no longer postpone a sub- 
stantial re@nforcement of our fleet in China, 
There exists no reason to belleve that either 
France or China is in a mood to invoke Eu- 
giafid’s mediation. The French have not 
reached the preliminary stage of realizing 
the perilous course they have entered upon.

A dispatch from Paris states that the Mar- 
quis Tseng, the Chinese Embassador, prior 
to leaving Paris for London, communicated 
with Chal l-Lacour, the French Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, relative to the reénforce- 
ment of the French forces in Tonquin.
